DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
recites a liquid crystal display device having a liquid crystal panel and an illumination 
unit ... the illumination unit includes a substantially wedge-shaped light-guiding plate ... 
a linear light source disposed along a thicker plate surface ... lead wires severally 
connected to both ends of the linear light source ... and a groove is formed on the 
bottom wall of the housing such that a gap is created between the backside of the light- 
guiding plate and the bottom wall at a certain area portion of the light-guiding plate 
wherein the plate is least thick, with a part of the lead wires residing in the gap. 

3. Ito (US 6,910,784) discloses a liquid crystal display device with an illumination 
unit having linear light sources with a light guiding plate, lead wires severally connected 
to the light sources and residing in a gap wherein the light guiding plate is least thick. 
However, Ito does not disclose wherein a groove is formed on the bottom wall of the 
housing such that a gap is created between the backside of the light-guiding plate and 
the bottom wall at a certain area portion of the light-guiding plate wherein the plate is 
least thick, with a part of the lead wires residing in the gap, nor would it have been 
obvious to do so in combination with prior art.
